The  District  Nurse  made  996  visits,  in  addition  to  her  maternity 
and  work  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre.  This  number  compares  with 
2,246  last  year.  : 
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Maternity  Work. 

The  Cottage  Hospital  being  an  E.M.S.  was  still  closed  for 
conf ic«nents  and  so  mothers  had  no  choice  between  their  own 
homes  and  a local  Hospital. 

The  District  Nurse  attended  thirty  confinements,  fifteen  times 
with  a Doctor  and  fifteen  times  as  a Midwife,  when  a Doctor 
had  to  be  called  in  on  five  occasions.
